This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request for access to information 
you believe is maintained by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives (ATF). 

The ATF 2005 Appropriation Bill prohibits ATF from expending appropriated funds to disclose to the 
public the contents or any portion thereof of any information required to be kept by licensees pursuant to 
Section 923(g) of Title 18, or required to be reported pursuant to paragraphs (3) and (7) of Section 923(g) 
of Title 1 8, United States Code (U.S.C). You have requested records that fall within this restriction. 
Therefore, your request is denied pursuant to 5 U.S.C, Section 552(b)(3) and the (Consolidated 
Appropriations Act, 2005, Pub. L. No. 1 08-447). 

Do be advised that ATF performs firearm traces for federal, local, state, and international law 
enforcement only to assist them in their fight against violent crime. We do not trace firearms for private 
investigators, or the public at large. You may want to check with your local police to find out whether or 
not ATF did a trace on the 25 caliber Raven pistol. 

Insofar as your request has been denied, you may submit a request for an Administrative Appeal by 
writing to the Office of Information atiid Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, 1425 New York Avenue, 
Suite 1 1050, Washington, DC 20530-0001. Your letter of appeal must be received within 60 days from 
the date of this letter, indicate that your appeal concerns ATF records, and include the "REFER TO" 
number that appears at the upper right of this letter. Your letter of appeal should state any arguments in 
support thereof

Dear Mr. Patti: 

You appealed on behalf of your client, Marlin A. Perm, from the action of the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms, and Explosives (ATF) on his request for access to records 
pertaining to a particular firearm. Please be advised that I have also interpreted your letter dated 
June 19, 2008, as an appeal of ATF's implied denial of your client's request for a fee waiver, 

After carefully considering your appeal, I am affirming, on partly modified grounds, 
ATF's action on your client's request for access to records pertaining to a particular firearm. ATF 
properly withheld this information in its entirety because it is protected from disclosure under the 
Freedom of Information Act pursuant to 5 U.S. C. § 552(b)(3). This provision concerns matters 
specifically exempted from release by statute (in this instance, the Science, State, Justice, 
Commerce, and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2006, Pub. L. No. 109-108, 119 Stat. 
2290 (2005), which pertains to the prohibited use of appropriated funds to disclose firearms 
database information and such data's immunity from judicial process). 

In your appeal letter dated June 19, 2008, 11 [you] request a waiver of all fees for this 
request." As noted above, I have interpreted your letter dated June 19, 2008, as an appeal of 
ATF's implied denial of your client's request for a fee waiver submitted with his initial request 
dated April 15, 2008. Please be advised that because ATF did not -assess any fee in this instance, 
the need for this Office to adjudicate the fee waiver denial as it relates to this request is moot. I 
am, therefore, closing this portion of your appeal file in this Office. 

If your client is dissatisfied with my action on your appeal, he may file a lawsuit in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C § 552(a)(4)(B).
